Now in order to recover the money they lost 
at the track they bet a much larger sum with 
the professional bookmakers or gamblers, and 
entered into an agreement with them that they 
would pay off at the odds as determined by the 
pari-mutuel betting at the track. 
W hen the real favorite won as they had con­ 
templated, the race track odds were very big J 
considering the quality of the horse that won. 
Instead of paying off at the rate of $7.00 for I 
each S^.oo liet, the bookmakers had to pay off I 
at the rate of $7.00 to every $1.00 bet.
